BE  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  .Andlira

CHAPTER-I 

PRELIMINARY 

|.  Short  title  and  ex  tent. — (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Andhra 
Pradesh  Commission  for  Backward  Classes  Act,  1993.

(5)  The  salaries  and  allowances  payable  to  and  the  other  terms 
and  conditions  of  service  of  the  Chairperson  and  Members  shall  be  such 
as  may  be  prescribed. 

. A Officers  and  otb  <?r  employees  of  the  Commission.* — (1)  The  Govern- 
ment may  provide  the  Commission  with  such  officers  and  employees  ,as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  performance  of  the  functions  of  the 
Com  mis  ion.  : 

(2)  The  salaries  and  allowances  payable  to  and  the  other  terms  and 
conditions  of  service  of  the  officers  and  other  employees  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Commission  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed.' 

6.  Salaries  and  Allowances  to  be  paid  out  of  grants . — The' salaries 
^nd  allowances  payable  to  the  Chairperson  and  Members  and  the 
dministrativc  expenses*  including  salaries, . allowances  and  pensions 
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payable  to  the  officers  and  other  employees  referred  to  in  section  5 shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  grams  referred  to  in  sub-section  (t)  of  section  12. 

7*  Vacancies  etc.,  not  to  in- validate  proceedings  of  the  Commission*  — 
No  act  or  proceeding  of  the  Commission  shall  be  invalid  on  the  ground 
merely  of  the- exiV  once  of  any  vacancy  of  defect  in  the  constitution  of 
the  Ctmmission. 

S.  Procedure  to  be  regulated  by  the  Commission. ~{\)  The  Commission 
shall  meet  as  and  when  necessary  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Chairperson  may  think  fii. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  regulaie  its  own  procedure. 

(3)  All  ordeis  and  decisions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  auihcn'i- 
cated  by  the  Member  Secretary  or  any  othei  officer  cf  the  Commission 
duly  au horised  by  the  Mcmbet -Sect clary  in  this  behalf. 


GH AFTER*  III 

FUNCTIONS  AND  POWERS  OF  THE  COMMISSION 

9.  Functions  of  the  Commission. — (1)  The  Commission  shall  examine 
requests  for  inclusion  of  any  class  of  citizens  as  a-  backward  class  in 
the  lists  and  hear  complaints  of  over-inclusion  or  under-inclusion  of 
any  backward  class  in  such  list  and  tender  such  advice  to  the  Govern- 
ment as  it  deems  appropriate* 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  examine  and  make  recommendations  on 
any  other  matter  relating  to  the  backward  classes  that  may  be  referred 
to  it  bj  the  Government  from  time  to  time. 

10.  Powers' of  the  Commission* — The  Commission  shall  while  perfor- 
ming its  functions  under  sub-section  (i)  of  section  9,  shall  have  ail.  the 
powers  of  a Civil  Court  trying  a suit  and  in  pail  citlcr  in  respect  of  the 
following  matters  namely  : — 

(a)  summoning  and  enforcing  the  attendance  of  any  person  from 
any  pait  of  State  and  examining  him  on  oath  ; 
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(h)  requiring,  the  discovery  and  production  of  any  document*; 

(c)  receiving  evidence  oa  affidavits  ; 

(rf)  requisitioning  any  public  record  or  copy  thereof  from  sluJ 
cout  t or  office.  ; 

(*)  issuing  commissions  for  the  examination  of  wiinesses  and 
documents  ; and 

(f)  any  other  matter  which  may  be  prescribed. 

1 ) . Periodic  revision  of  list  by  the  Government, — (1)  The  Government 
may  at  any  time,  and  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  Act  and  every  succeeding  period  of  ten  years  thereafter, 
undertake  revision  of  the  lists  with  & view  to  excluding  from  such  lists 
those  classes  who  have  ceased  to  be  backward  classes  or  for  including 
in  such  lists  new  backward  classes. 

(2)  The  Government  shall  white  undertaking  any  revision  roftued 
to  in  sub-section  (1)  consult  the  Commission. 

CHAPTER- IV 

FINANCI,  ACCOUNTS  AND  AUDIT 

12,  Grants  by  the  Government—  (1)  The  Government  shall  after  due 
appropriation  made  by  The  Legislative  Assembly  by  law  in  this  bcbalt 
pay  to  the  Commission  by  way  of  grants  such  sums  of  money  as  the 
Government  may  think  fit  for  being  utilmd  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act. 

(2)  The  Commission  may  spend  such  sums  as  it  thinks  fit  for  perfor- 
ming the  functions  under  this  Act  and  such  sums  shall  be  treated  as 
expenditure  payable  out  of  the  grants  referred  to  in  sub-section  (1). 

13,  Accounts  and  Audit.—  (1)  The  Commission  shall  maintain  proper 
accounts  and  other  relevant  records  and  prepare  an  annual  statement  of 
sccounts  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Government  in  con- 
ultation  with  the  Accountant  General,  Andhra  Pradesh,  1 

(2)  The  accounts  of  Commission  shall  be  audited  by  the  Accountant 
General,  Andhra  Pradesh  at  such  intervals  as  may  be  specified  by  him. 
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and  any  expenditure  incurred  in  connection  with  such  audit  shall  he 
payable  by  the  Commission  to  the  ■Accountant  General,  Andhra  Pradesh. 

(3)  The  Accountant  General;  Andhra'  Pradesh  and  any  person 
appointed  by  him  in  connection  with  the  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Commission  under  this  Act,  shalf  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
and  the  authority  in  connection  with  such  audit  as  the  Accountant 
General,  Andhra  Piadesh  generally  has  in  connection  with  the  audit  of 
Government  accounts  and  in  particular  shall  have  the  right  to  demand 
tie  prcduction  of  books,  accounts,  conceded  vouchers.and  other  docu- 
ments aid  papers  aid  to  inspect  aiy  of  the  offices  of  the  Commission. 

14,  Annual  Report, — The  Commission  shall  prepare  in  such  form  and 
at  such  time  fer  each  financial  year  as  may  be  prescribed  its  annual 
report  giving  a full  account  of  its  activities  during  the  previous  finan- 
cial year  and  forward  a copy  thereof  to  the  Government, , 

15-  Annual  Report  and  audit  report  to  be  laid  before  Assembly,  — 
The  Government  shall  cause  the  annual  report  together  with  a memo- 
randum of  action  taken  on  the  advice  rendered  by  the  Commission 
umder  section  3 and  the  reasons  for  the  ncn-acceptancc,  if  any,  of  any 
such  advice  and  the  audit  report  to  he  laid  as  scon  as  may  be  after  they 
are  received  before  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

CHAPTER -V 

MJSdLLANCOUS 

1 6.  Chairperson  3 Members  and  employees  of  the  Commission  to  be 
public  servants  Central  Act  45  ^1160* — The  Chairperson,  Members  and 
employees  of  the  Commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  servants 
within  the  meaning  ef  section  21  of  the  Indian  Penal  Code.

(c)  the  form  and  thc  time  of  which  thc  annual  report  shall  be  pre- 
pared  under  section  1 4 ; 

(rf)  any  other  matter  which  is  re^uiied  to  be  or  may  be  prescribed. 

(3)  Every  rule  made  under  this  Act,  shall  immediately  after  it  is  made  be 
laid  before  the  Lcgisl  alive  Assembly  of  the  State,  if  it  is  in  session  and  if 
it  is  not  in  session,  in  the  session  immediately  following  for  a total  period 
of  fourteen  days  which  may  be  comprised  in  one  session  or  in  two  succes- 
sive sessions,  and  if  before  the  expiration  of  the  session  in  which  it  is  so 
laid  or  the  session  immediately  foliowing  the  Legislative.  Assembly 
agrees  in  making  any  modification  in  the  rule  or  in  the  annulment  of  thc 
rule,  the  rule  shall,  from  the  date  on  which  the  modificationor  annulment 
is  notified  have  effect  only  in  such  modified  form  or  shall  stand  annulled 
as  the  case  may  be,  so  however , that  any  such  modification  or  annulment 
shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  validity  of  anything  previously  dene 
under  that  rule- 

U.  Power  to  remove  difficulties. If  any  difficulty  arises  in  jiving 
eftect  to  thc  provisions  of  this  Act;  the  Government  may  by  order  pub- 
lished in  the  Official  Gazette  make  provisions  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  as  appear  to  them  to  be  necessary  or  expedient  fir 
removing  the  difficulty.

According  to  sub-section  (1)  of  section  4 of  the  Andhra

three  years  from  the  date  he  assumes  office* 

Occasions  may  arise  when  it  becomes  necessary  for 
Government  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Members  for  some  more 
time  in  public  interest-  Since  section  4 of  the  said  Act 
does  not  provide  for  extension  of  the  tern,  it  is  decided  to 
amend  the  said  sub-section  {1)  of  section  4 enabling  the 
Government  to  extend  the  term  of  three  years  of  the  Member 
of  the  Commission  for  a period  not  exceeding  six  months  at  a
